VIENNA (AP) - Sean Con-

Connery said he planned to 


give up the James Bond role 
thai made him famous. 


Q—what causes pneumon- 


ia? How long does it take to 
get over the aching in the 
chest? 


A—There are many causes 


of pneumonia. The common- 
est form is caused by the 
pneumococcus with v i r a l 
pneumonia running a close 
second. Pneumonia may also 
be caused by tularemia, par- 
rot fever, tuberculosis, plague, 
many fungus diseases and by 
accidentally inhaling food or 
other foreign bodies (aspira- 
tion pneumonia). 


Pneumonia does not cause 


pain in the chest but may lead 
to pleurisy, which does. How 
long a pleurisy can last is sub- 
ject to many imponderables. 


Q—My niece is in her sev- 


enth month of pregnancy. 
She writes that she is jaun- 
diced and must stay in bed. 
Can she or her baby be saved? 


A—The jaundice may be 


due to inifectious hepatitis 
(coming at an inopportune 
time) or acute yellow atrophy 
of the liver (a rare but seri- 
ous condition associated with 
pregnancy). In either case, 
this should be treated as an 
emergency by a skilled obste- 
trician. 


Q—what is the longest per- 


iod of gestation on record? 
In cases where a husband and 
wife have been separated this 
may be of legal significance. 


A—A definite answer can- 


not be given because we have 
no sure way of determining 
the exact date of conception. 
It is assumed that it takes 
place after the middle of the 
time between the last men- 
struation and the first missed 
period. 


Cases have been reported 


in which the duration of preg- 
nancy according to the best 
estimates available exceeded 
11 calendar months but no 
obstetrician in his right mind 
would let a pregnancy con- 
tinue that long today. 


Q—Recently I bought a set 


of 
Teflon-coated 
pans and 


skillets. Today I read that a 
highly poisonous gas is re- 
leased when Teflon is heated 
to 400 degrees Fahrenheit 
What do you think1" 


A—In order to get fumes 


from Teflon the temperature 
must reach 380 degrees Cen- 
tigrade. This is 716 degrees 
Fahrenheit — a temperature 
not likely to be reached in a 
well-run k i t c h e n .

Prolong Floral Beauty

ods, drying flowers and ar- 
ranging them is easier than 
ever. The many new dwarf 
flower varieties are especial- 
ly adaptable to personalized 
and informal 
arrangements. 


Color is lasting. Dried flowers 
can be as bright and colorful 
although they had just come 
from your garden. 


One bright candidate for 


drying this year is the new 
dwarf-type sunburst Celosia, a 
combination of sizzling red 
and brilliant gold blooms that 
grows just 12 inches tall. Sun- 
burst Celosia makes a perfect 
winter bouquet because 
it 


keeps its bright colors almost 
up to frost time in your 
g&den, 


A simple way to dry flowers 


is to cut the blooms in early 
morning or late evening. Care- 
fully 
remove 
stem 
leaves, 


then 
hang 
blooms 
upside 


down to dry in a place that's 
warm, with low moisture and 
out of the direct rays of the 
sun. Two weeks later they 
should be ready to arrange. 


You can also dry flowers 


by 
placing 
blooms 
upside 


down in a container and cov- 
ering them with sifted dry 
sand or a mixture of borax 
and corn meal. 
Preserving 


them with watered glycerine 
is still another method. Dry- 
ing blooms with silica gel or a 
mixture of silica gel and silica 
sand is easy and highly effec- 
tive. 


Easiest and cheapest of the 


methods, though, is to hang 
the blooms to dry. Some of 
the other flowers that dry 
well by this method include 
salvia, Bells of Ireland, sta- 
tice, lunaria, Chinese lantern 
plant, globe amaranth, sea- 
biosa, pansies, straw flowers 
and carnations.

"White House Nannie," which 
cautiously recounts incidents 
in her days of tending to the 
Kennedy children. 


But perhaps the moistness 


in her eyes could have been 
in anticipation of seeing her 
"very special friends" again, 
after an absence of a year. 


Her former charges did not 


know she was in New York 
and w o u l d be visiting the 
United States for three weeks. 


She explained the children 


hadn't been told of her visit 
because "I would rather sur- 
prise them than disappoint 
them if we can't see each 
other." 


A year ago, Maud Shaw 


helped Mrs. Kennedy relocate 
in Georgetown and then again 
in Manhattan. She returned to 
Sheerness, Kent, England, to 
care for her elderly brother 
and sister. She had come full 
circle since she left her family 
in Malta at 23 to care for 
about 50 children in exotic 
spots such as Egypt, Cyprus 
and South Africa. 


"My favorite time, though," 


she said, "was t h a t brief 
period in the White House." 


Of all the c h i l d r e n she 


tended, Miss Shaw says the 
Kennedy children w e r e her 
favorites, .,?'! have a deeper 


love for them than all the 
others, perhaps because we 
have seen so much together." 


This bond of shared joys 


and tragedy also drew her 
more closely to Caroline Ken-

nedy, she explained, than to 
John F. Kennedy Jr., "as the 
young scamp liked to intro- 
duce h i m s e l f even when I 
tried to keep people from 
bothering the children. 


"Life b e f o r e the White 


House had been orderly and 
routine for Caroline," 
Miss 


Shaw continued. "This may 
account for her basic shyness. 
She's like her mother. I felt 
drawn to Caroline in a pro- 
tective way. 


"John-John was born into 


action and excitement. I loved 
him dearly but he was so out- 
going, he had h i s father's 
energy, I didn't feel as pro- 
tective toward him as I did 
toward Caroline." 


T h e "thousand-and-one 


days," she feels, were possibly 
the most important to John 
Kennedy as a father. "He saw 
more of the children in the 
While House because every- 
thing was centered there. I 
called it 'bobbing to and fro' 
but the children saw him at 
breakfast, often at lunch or 
they just dropped into his 
office. 
Mrs. Kennedy, top, 


had more time for the chil- 
dren during the White House 
term." 


< Miss Shaw feels she and the 


Kennedys saw eye-to-eye on 
how to'rear children. 


"They wanted Caroline and 


John-John to be well-man- 
nered and obedient," she said. 
"They wanted healthy, happy 
children, and it seems I must 
have given them something of 


this because f r i e n d s of the 
family were surprised at how 
well-disciplined the children 
were when we moved to New 
York." 


Explaining hew she coped 


with the different tempera- 
ments of the Kennedy chil- 
dren, Miss Shaw expressed 
her philosophy that "if you 
want a child to do anything, 
then keep at him until it. is 
done. • In time he will, learn 
your word is law." This, she 
said, p r o v e d trite in her 
handling of young John since 
he was "more outgoing, had a 
quick temper and always tried 
to get around you." Caroline 
she reasoned with, Miss Shaw 
admitted, and only whacked 
her once when she wandered 
off "and scared me." 


Even with t h e i r varying 


temperaments, Miss Shaw re- 
veals 
that Mrs. Kennedy 


liked to dress the children 
similarly. "She liked to have 
them match," Miss Shaw said. 
"Mrs. Kennedy said, 'Go select 
what you think I would likev 
Mrs. Kennedy wanted simple, 
good lines for the children, 
and everything had to match 
and b l e n d . Nothing fought 
against the other in color or 
pattern." 


Now retired in Kent after' 


50 years as an "international 
nannie," Maud Shaw says her 
only regret is the "quietness 
of the place. There's no 
theater, no card parties and I 
miss my friends."

When fire is hot. grill tails for 
5 minutes, flesh side down to- 
ward heat.
